And we just have to play with this the best 
we can and hope that, together, and be- 
tween us all, we can establish some means 
of identifying better those who are loyal. 

Could I follow up on that and ask 
again the first part of the question — 
that is, whether you feel that now, 
given these defections in West Ger- 
many, that perhaps it 9 s time for us to 
reevaluate just how much information 
we share with some of our allies in 
Europe? 

I think there’s reevaluating that’s going 
on all over the world on that, and I'm sure 
here, too. 
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
